HANG ABOUT ? 


These are the pictures which have set a community talking, 
with some trepidation.. 

They are said to show a wild panther-type cat which is 
roaming moorland eight miles from Oxford city centre. 

The 'Beast of Otmoor' has been sighted three times in the 
past month,twice in the village of Fencott. 

Resident Malcolm Warner captured it on camera as it climbed 
down a tree in his garden.He says it was black with orange 
eyes. 

His wife Pat,50,said yesterday : 'It didn't jump down like a 
normal pet cat.It crept down the trunk,face first,and sloped 
away.It was the size of a large dog,but much closer to the 
ground.lt seemed more frightened than we were'. 

The second sighting was on Monday,when 15-year old Lewis 
Watson was cutting a neighbour's lawn.His mother Janet said : 
'He turned round when he sensed his pet labrador Belle coming 
up behind him.But to his horror it was a huge black cat.It 
looked him in the eyes and then loped off.He ran inside and 
phoned me for help.' 

Yesterday farm workers reported seeing a panther-type animal 
12 miles away at Stones field.To get there it would have had to 
cross the A34 dual carriageway. 

Cotswold Wildlife Park experts think it could be a panther, 
jaguar or leopard, released from a private collection.'It 
appears to be quite tame',said one.'It would have plenty of 
rabbits and birds to feed on.If it got really hungry it could 
attack a sheep'. 

Inspector Jim McBeth of Bicester police said: 'There is no 
doubt that we have got a wild cat in the area'. 








22.7.94 : DAILY MAIL : THE SCAR OF JUPITER. 


A gigantic scar punched into its surface,this is how Jupiter 
looked after being hit by one of the biggest fragments from the 
comet Shoemaker-Levy 9. 

The two-mile wide projectile careered into the planet at 
134,000 mph,exploding with 400million times the power of the 
nuclear bomb dropped on Hiroshima,and causing a fireball 
thousands of miles long. 

This is the first colour photograph of the aftermath of the 
impact caused by Fragment G.It was taken by the Hubble space 
telescope on Monday and released last night. 

The striking image delighted astronomers who have been kept 
busy monitoring the cosmic fireworks 478 million miles from 
Earth. 

Shoemaker-Levy 9 began the finale of its fiery six-day self- 
destruction last night.The explosion triggered by the 16th 
fragment,dubbed S,was 'one of the brightest of them all', 
according to scientists watching from a mountain-top in South 
Africa.

Whilst talking to a friend who spent his summer holidays in 
Wiltshire this year,he told me that he had visited one or two 
of the formations and gave me video footage of 5 of them.It was 
interesting to note,that one of the formations that he filmed, 
was the Alton Barnes 'EYE' and the the 'KEY' formation that was 
in close proximity of each other.My friend had been talking to 
local villagers after the KEY formation had appeared,and he was 
told that someone had been seen leaving the formation in the 
early hours of the morning it was found,with what appeared to 
be a drum or a garden roller.The Hoaxer strikes again. 

On his way home,he stopped at Cheesefoot Head,and filmed the 
new formation that had appeared in the Punch Bowl alongside the 
Pictogram.Whilst filming the formation,he noted two vehicles 
alongside the field down in the Punch Bowl.It appeared to be 
the field owner and a few heavies from the farm.They were 
watching some people in the formation.One of the vehicles 
went off across an adjoining field and swept around behind them 
out of sight.They appeared to be laying a trap for those 
in the formation.I have also heard that researchers encountered 
men in yellow uniforms,carrying pick axe handles near another 
formation in Wiltshire.lt is getting rough out there folks,and 
my warning to anyone contemplating going into a formation, 
watch your backs,you never know who is going to stab you in the 
back...ED.
